IX. GENERAL REMARKS.—There are few features in the trade of the past quarter calling for special 
remark. In imports, the only noticeable item is the excessively large importation of T-Cloths. The export of Beans 
and Bean Cake was large, notwithstanding high prices caused in part by the unprecedented export of the preceding 
quarter. Towards the close of the season a demand for Bean Oil arose for Japan, and over 30,000 a were sent thither 
within a few weeks. 

The reports from the interior regarding the harvest of the past season are on the whole more favorable than 
were anticipated during the summer and early autumn. The estimate is that from six to seven-tenths of a “full” crop 
have been gathered, both of the Millet, which forms the staple article of food, and of the Beans, which furnish the chief 


exports. Perhaps the estimate in the latter is somewhat too high. The prospects for the trade of the coming season 
may, however, be considered on the whole to be good. |

In the case of T-Cloths only has there been a dragging market, the commoner kind of Shirtings having taken 
their place. American Drills have gone almost entirely out of use, only one piece being imported during the quarter, 
against 24,792 pieces in the same period of last year. Woollens show an increase in every article. The import of 
Lustres and Orleans especially has increased from 7,300 to 13,868 pieces. 


For Metals there has been a poor demand, owing to the large stock on hand at the commencement of the quarter. 

Orium: Malwa —The increase in importation of peculs 795.02 compared with the previous quarter is on account 
of a falling-off in the supply of the native drug. The edict which appeared in the Gazette a short time ago proliibiting 
the cultivation of the poppy has to some extent strengthened the market and increased the demand for the foreign 
article. During the three previous quarters the sale of Indian Opium was affected by unusually large supplies of the 
native drug, and, in most eases, prices were in favour of buyers. The consamption of Malwa during the quarter under 
review has been chiefly in Peking, where it is preferred by the Tartars to other kinds. Shanse is apparently the only 
consumer of Patna and Benares, and the demand has in consequence’ been small. These drugs undergo here a prepara- 
tion in order to render them saleable in that province. Persian Opium has hardly attracted any attention, and the 
dealers ask only for the best quality, which is now unobtainable.

OCCURRENCES.—In the memory of the “oldest inhabitant” the extreme mildness of the weather 
during th quarter has been unprecedented. 
| p to the present date the Peiho is navigable, and there is every appearance of its remaining. open during the 
- pemainder of the winter season. At one or two of the bends ice has collected, but it is so thin that a steamer could, 
without sustaining any damage, cut through it easily. 
Where, on account of the devastation caused throughout the province, and more especially around Tientsin, by 
the floods during the past two years, one had anticipated a winter of almost universal distress and brigandage, it is 
cheering to be able to state that there is peace and, if not plenty, at least sufficient to satisfy the cravings of a needy 


It is also satisfactory to note that the water on the plains continues to drain off. : 
: The Appin, the last steamer at Tzti Chu Lin, left on the afternoon of the 7th December, and the Nanzing, the 
last steamer of the season, left Taku twelve days later. 
A jank from Newchwang to Taku is reported to have foundered about 50 miles from the Bar. Out of a crew 
_ of 20 only 2 survived, having been picked up by a passing junk bound for this port. 
The Customs Official stationed at Taku reports a deepening of the channel near the Black Buoy, but time 
alone can show whether this improvement be of a permauent or temporary nature. 
| On the 29th October Li Hune-cnane left Tzi Chu Lin in the Chinese gunboat Chén Hai for Taku, where 
he landed, and having inspected the forts, returned to Tientsin the following day. On the 4th November H.E. left this 
on a military tour of inspection, and will not return again until spring. 
The following gun-vessels are stationed here for the protection of foreign interests il, B.M.8. Thistle, 
H. I. RB. M.S. Sobol, U.S. S, Ashuelot and the Scorpion. 
The health of the community has been excellent, but I regret to add that four deaths have taken place on

whole with the same quarter of last year, but the market is reported to have been very inactive. Woollen Goods show 
a considerable falling off, as compared with the previous quarters reviewed in the table. The increase in the amount 
of Native Sugar imported is about the only other item worthy of notice. At the commencement of the quurter a» large 
business was anticipated in Cotton, and consignments aggregating peculs 5,973 were imported; but after the first month 
and a half the import of this article gradually fell off. 

In exports, beyond a trifling decrease in the shipment of Black Tea, and an increase against Green Tea, there 
is nothing of interest to observe. Brick Tea, it may be remarked, is now becoming a permanent export, and is likely to 
It is now just a yeer since the issue of Transit Passes to cover foreign goods owned by Chinese was brought 
into operation, and the last column of Table VI. affords sufficient proof that the privilege of taking out Passes, withheld 
until then from natives, has been much appreciated and duly availed of. 

It is a remarkable fact, however, that during the last three months no Straits srsdens has been sent to the 
interior of Kiangsi by natives, (and foreign merchants seldom import. this kind of produce), though these articles 
continue to be forwarded in considerable quantities to the adjoining province of An-hui. 


X. OCCURRENCES.—a.—Mr, Watrer E. Kixe, H. B. M Vice-Consul, and representative of Austria and 
Hungary, Denmark and France, notified his having assumed charge on the 13th November. 
b.~-On the 3rd October the Provincial Treasurer's seal was handed over to H. E. Liv Prve-cnano $i] FE f% 
vice Wéw Hur & FG, who was. summoned to Peking to await another appointment. 
¢—Adwmiral Saapwett paid a brief visit to this port on the 5th November, in H. M. 8. Salamis, and on the 
r&th the American wur-vessel Monocacy arrived, leaving a few days later for Hankow. The Russian gunboat Morge 


called here on the 8th December on her way to the last named port, and on the 4th H. B. M. gunboat Leven left this, 
where she had been stationed for some months, for Chinkiang. 


-+#ELE. Ho-cmine fi Sp, late acting Viceroy of the Two Kiang, passed Hu-kow last week on his way to Canton, 
via the Mei-ling Pass, to retire into mourning at his native province—Kwang-tung. 

The Bishop of Kiangsi, M. Bray, hus taken up bis residence at Kiukiang for the time being. 

 f.—Messrs. Gina, Livixestoy & Co.’s agency has been temporarily closed. Foreign commercial interests do 

not appear to show any signs of increasing prosperity : indeed, they appear to be on the wane. This, however, cannot 

’ be said of missionary enterprise. The Romish missionaries are, amongst other improvements to their extensive premises, 

building a church and an orphanage; while those of the Protestant persuasion have incréased the number of their 
mission by two, and it is said that a school for females is about to be opened. 

g.—With the exception of a gambling or street brawl in which a man was killed, the city and settlement has 
been remarkably quiet and orderly. 

4.— While many parts of England and Europe have been deluged with rain, this part of the globe, and of China, 
has been characterised by a long period of exceptionally fine sunny weather, with an almost total absence of rain. From 
September to the close of the year we have not had more than three whole days’ rain. The winter crops stand greatly 
in ueed of rain, and unless snow fulls to make up for the absence of moisture, it is feared the yield will be very. poor. 
The thermometer has averaged 68°, 58° and 52° for the past three months. 

__ A fever of a very malignant character has been raging in the mid-western department of Jui-chow jj ji] 
during the latter part of lust quarter and the beginning of the present one. According toa Romish missionary stationed 
at. Jui-chow, who was attacked by the malady and forced to seek medical advice at this port, the fever was at one tinte 
#0 fatal that coffins could not be supplied fast enough to bury the dead. Jui-chow, it may be noted, is in a very low- 
lying district and subject to inundation. The city is situated on the north bank of the Kin-kiang $8 iL.—« tributary 
of the Kan-kiang, 

‘Particulars of this infectious disease will be looked for with interest in Dr. Suzaner’s next report. The health 
of the community at Kiukiang has been very good. One of the limited number of foreigners resident here died 
met, but not from any climatic disease. 

Since the date of my last report the river has fallen 27 feet. The discovery of the new channel at thé south 

Dly p 1an ‘Island, with unusually deep water for this season of the year, led us to entertain the idea that the heavy 
draught steamers might possibly continue to run throughout the winter, but a sudden falling of the water and shifting 
of the sands soon disappointed this hope and the river became shallower than in any previous season. A deal of cargo 


had to be transhipped ; and, as I write, I learn that the new channel has been abandoned for the northern one, where 
Sem aae- sheet Sink ot water. 


The Yamen for the Chent‘ai, mentioned by Mr. Dazw in last December's Ganette (1871), as having been 
eommenced, is now finished and occupied by its incumbent. The repairs to the city embankment, mentioned in the same 
Gazette as voted for, were begun and nearly completed this quarter. A great many hands were employed in its 
reparation, hence the despatch with which the task was accomplished. The embankment is about a mile long, and the 
repairs are stated to have cost 7iz 15,000.

Rice.—Instead of an export, Rice appears this quarter in the table of imports. Shilling as ecchicilak de 
quarter the cry was raised of a short crop of Rice, and fears were entertained of troubles of every kind being likely to 
arise in consequence. The officials took immediate steps to provent a seuvity by inducing Resign merchants $0 tnport, 
and every cargo that has arrived has found a ready sale. 

Exrorts.—Szsamum Seev.—The crop this year is again a failure and prices have been so very high, § 3 t 
$ 3.50 per pecul, that nothing has been done. 

Su@ar.—This year foreign merchants have been unable to contract with the native dealers as in previous years. 
_ The cane in the early part of the season was looking so unhealthy, owing to the want of rain, that the manufacturers 
refused to accept advances, fearing they would be unable to fulfil their contracts; a few days’ rain, however, so improved 
the appearance of the cane that confidence was partially restored and the native. donate Sate wilting © contract, but 
demanded prices considerably in advance of previous years. 

: The price asked is $ 2.75 to § 2.80 per peoul, but the reports from the North-China and Japan markets are so 
unfavourable that there is very little inducement to foreign merchants to purchase at these rates, and a decline of at 
least 20 cents per pecul is anticipated by China New Year. The general opinion is that the export of thé séason will 
be much less than that of last year. 

Sate.—In previous yeard the northern portion of the inland hes been supplied with the most of the Gali 
required from places in the vicinity, in small quantities from each place, A large portion of this Salt was no doubt 
brought in without paying the Salt dues, but unusual activity on the part of the Salt officials during the past year put 
a stop to a good deal of this illegitimate trade, and the result has been that North-Formosa must this year be supplied 
from the large Salt fields of this district, through the Salt officials, and as a sufficient number of junks were not available 
to convey so large a quantity, lucrative employment has been tunehed to quite a number of foreign sailing vessels and 
even steamers.

Most of the foreigners escaped this painful disease, and the 
few who suffered from it got over it with care and proper remedies, without suffering as much, or aa long, as the natives.
